AN HISTORICAL MEDAL. 

Pflttos nnVrliii; .Made t>i tiiv Choctaw* 11; 
Prealdaat AdiHn.« la IBM. 
Mr, Alexander TL Handlan, nanagei 

of iM, M ll.i''k ,t Co,'8 railway supply 
house, has in his possession a relic 
which ho valiH'i very highly. The medal 
was jrivi n to tin' liellans by President 
John yniiicy .^'lalrl.^ in as a peaiai 

olTrring Tlie j"wcl is of s.did silver, is 
thr(>e inches in diametor. and wel),'h six 
and onP-half ouuiM'S, The obverse ,sido 
bears an nngravlug of President Adam,s, 
the picture being surrouuded by tho In- 
Hci'iptiou: "Given by John (julncy 
Adams, Pietldant of the United Btatoa." 
Under this are tho figures 1890. On the 
leverae aide are a pipe and tomahawk, 
denoting ponuo and friendship. Undei 
this are clasped hands, a three-button 
military sleeve of the peiliMl, and tbo 
bared arms of an Indian, lu'licnting that 
they represent the rri'sidi iit and some 
Indian chief. Thi' initial is siTiired hy 
a large silver riiij,' in the tup, fiom 
which is pondanl a largo pieco of blood- 
stained tape— red tapo. 
' Mr. Ilandlan was put In poasesslon o( 
the medal in this way: In 18M bia 
brother, Augustus H., wai In bustneaa 
in Fort Smith, Ark. He credited an an- 
known Confederate soldier to the ei> 
tent of tM, and as .security this medal 
waa given him. The soldior disappeared 
—not, however, hoforo telling tho 
Jewel's history. In Ihiii, bi'ing then in 
tho Conf<<dcral« army, he left Kirt 
Smith and I'l'lurii"! homeward on a 
leave of absence, with the privilej,'e of 
taking h la gun with h.m. throuj^h the 
Chootaw Nation. Ho met an Indian 
nlone on the way, and they ezohangod 
ahota, The fight finally bocamo a band- 
to-hand one, and tho Choctaw was 
choked to death. The soldier searched 
tho pockets of tho Indian, who proved 
to ho a chief, and, among other thiur<s 
found tho modal in ^jiioution.— UloUi*
